A unique experiment in the economics of art is 
underway at the corner of 22nd and F Streets, N.W., 
in Foggy Bottom. Called ''The Young Painters' Gal- 
lery'', it is housed in a roomy old three-story struc- 
ture next to a fraternity. It is aimed at filling a gap 
in the world of art - a gap nobody was ever much 
interested in, except for the young artists who live 
int. 


The five young proprietors of the Gallery explain 
that an artist who is no longer a student, but not yet 
established as a professional, has virtually no place 
to exhibit his work. The problem is mostly eco- 
nomic: "The major galleries charge an arm anda 
leg to get in,'' they say, ''and a commission of up to 
one-third of everything you sell.'' Plainly, unknown 
young artists cannot afford this, even if they could 
persuade such galleries to display their work. 


The obvious answer would be a special gallery, 
run exclusively for the young artist. Such an insti- 
tution would charge a comparatively small "hanging 
fee''; it would take a much smaller commission on 
works that it sold. To do this, it would need a low 
overhead -- in effect, inexpensive quarters and an 
unpaid ''staff."' 


The Young Painters' Gallery was established to 
fit these specifications. It pays a nominal rent for 
the old building it occupies, and it is run by the five 
young artists whoseidea it was: Monte Leake, Susan 
Kappraff, Karl Vermandois, Brian Sebastian and 
Terry Coffman. The Five make no money from their 
effort -- in fact, the cash needed to fix up the old 
building has come out of their personal pockets. 
They. take turns ''minding the store", and the Gal- 
lery is open seven days a week, from 1 to 6 p.m.

when they had rehabilitated the premises they were 
replaced by a tenant who paid three times the rent 
they had. But the building they have now is bigger 
and better, they point out, and the public indignation 
over their eviction was worth a full-page ad in the 
papers. 


Settled now into a smooth operating routine, the 
Gallery exhibits a different group of artists every 
month. Currently showing are works by Sandra 
Davis, Susan Middleman, Arlene Rubin, Percy Mar- 
tin, David Francke and Tony Evans (a photographer). 
The original Five who made the project so success- 
ful are showing only a few of their own works now, 
to leave room for the others. Sometime this Spring, 
though, they will have a special show of their own. 


Will anyone copy their idea? More galleries of 
this kind are needed, but as far as they know, theirs 
is unique in the City -- perhaps in the Nation as 
well. Until they showed that it could be done, nobody 
else seemed too enthusiastic. ''We tried to get 
George Washington University to back us," Karl 
said, "but they weren't interested."' 


The University, in fact, is a dark cloud on their 
horizon. The house they occupy is in a block that 
may be razed to make room for the new G.W. bas- 
ketball complex. It may be that, sometime this 
summer, the Young Painters' Gallery will be look- 
ing for new quarters once again.

ARTICLE I - NAME, OBJECTS, 
AREA, FISCAL YEAR 


Sec. 1. Name, background. The name of the as- 
sociation is "Foggy Bottom Association." It was 
incorporated in the District of Columbia on June 19, 
1959, as the Foggy Bottom Restoration Associa- 
tion. The present name was formally adopted May 
13, 1965. 


Sec. 2. Objects. The objects of the association are

Sec. 4. Fiscal Year. The fiscal year of the associ- 
ation shall begin July lst and end June 30th.

Sec. 1. Name. The name of this association is the 
Foggy Bottom Restoration Association, incorporated 
pursuant to the provisions of Title 29, Chapter 6 of 
the District of Columbia Code (1951 edition) on the 
19th day of June 1959.
